Born Again Christian 
postal employee, is convin- 
ced that his encounter with 
Columbus police “was 
God's Plan” of making it 
possible for him to spread 
the word of God among 
prisoners in the City Jail: 

Nathaniel Carter, 1338 
Bostwich Rd., first encoun- 
ter with -police occurred 
early Friday after his 
father-in-law allegedly shot 
‘a man during an argument. 

Carter’s wife is the 
daughter of Raymond Hair- 
ston, 51, of 2584 E. Fifth 
Ave. He was arrested on a 
charge of aggravated 
assault in the shooting of 
Jerome W. Salughter, 38, 
of 2892 E. 13th Ave. The 
shooting occurred outside 
Dottie Ray's Bar, 2971 E. 
Fifth Ave., about 1:15 a.m. 
police reported. 

When notified of the in- 
cident Carter drove his 
wife to the shooting scene. 
Carter said he produced 
his drivers license to iden- 
tify himself to officers on 
the scene, then drove 


steering wheel of his car at 
Rich St., and Ohio. Ave. 
about 9 p.m. Sunday, 

Police reported that Mit- 
chell. and Ms: Lambert 
were arguing in his car 
when she pulled a _ .25 
caliber pistol. from her 
purse and shot him once in 
the right side of his head, 
then fled to her nearby 
home. Mitchell was 
pronounced dead on the 
scene at 9:10 p.m. 

It is indeed a rare coine 
cident in’ that Lambert's 
sister, Dorothy Denny, 
allegedly shot her 48 year 
old estranged husband, 
Robert G. Denny as he sat 
in his car outside her home 
early in January. Denny, 
132 S. Champion Ave., 
died about two weeks after 
being shot in the head and 
shoulder. 

Mrs. Denny, who was 
subsequently charged with 
the victim's death, reported 
that a fight started when 
she arrived home from 
work and found Denny in- 
side her apartment at 1121 
Windsor Ave. 

An argument developed 
and continued outside the 
house where Denny 
allegedly knocked her to

Although he insists that 
it was a case of misiden- 
tification or ‘police 
harassment,” Carter was 
taken to jail and locked up 
on the six year‘ld. traffic 
charge. While waiting for 
his wife to post a $110 
cash bond to bail him out, 
the well known free lance 
photographer said he con- 
ducted prayer service with 
his fellow prisoners. 

Asserting that he was 
detérmined to do “what 
The Lord told me to do,” 
he returned to the hospital 
and prayed with 
Slaughter's family as soon 
as he was released from 
jail. He said he was sure 
that the family as did the 
prisoners, sincerely ap- 
preciate what he did. 

On Monday when he 
went before a Traffic Court 
Referee, Carter says he 
carried the word of God 
with him. When the 
Referee inquired who was 
his legal representative, ‘I 
told him my father.”

black and white, who had nothing to do 
with the original incident.

The mansion is owned by James Powers, who 
bought it for $224,000 at a public auction last April, 

Robert €. Albright, an attorney for Powers, out- 
lined plans for the proposed restaurant at a meet- 
ing of the Neighborhood Review Board last week, 
and again re council Monday night. 

The Neighborhood Review Board, a remnant of 
Model Cities which has no official:legal status but 
seeks..to become a bonafide neighborhood 
comm n, voted 6-0 to recommend the variance 
Proposition to council with reservations. 

The review board’s reservations included a re- 
quest that the restaurant not serve liquor. The 
‘board also asked that the operators grant dis- 
counts to senior citizens. 

Albright said Monday night that it would be 
economically infeasible to attempt to operate a 
first-class restaurant without a liquor license. 

City council agreed and passed the variance 
proposal without reservation, with the understand- 
ing that the developers would maintain the arch- 
itectural integrity of the historic old structure and ' 
that incoming and outgoing traffic would not be 
disruptive to normal -traffic patterns in the 
neighborhood. 

rs. Flowers, who said she speaks for several 
homeowners and residents in the immediate 
vicinity of the mansion, called the council vote “a 
sellout,'” and indicated that she and her neighbors 
would attempt to stop the restaurant plan from be- 
coming a reality. 

“We've got more than enough liquor establish- 
ments in this community,” she told this newspaper. 
“We don't need another.” . 

Mrs. Flowers also said she objected to the 
restaurant plan on the grounds that it would dis- 
rupt the normal flow of traffic in the neighborhood, 
that patrons of the establishment would take up 
parking spaces normally used by residents, and 
that people coming and going at night would 
disturb the peace and tranquility of the community. 

In a separate interview, Albright said the 
developers of the restaurant and the owner of 
thzhmansion were determined to maintain the 
architectural elegance of the building, to provide 
adequate off-street parking for patrons, and to 
maintain hours that would not distqjx the 
Bneighbors.

The charges and criticisms made 
by the government are not new, for 
this trend has been going now for 
many years. Up to now, neither City 
Hall or the County Commissioners, 
nor the Growth Board have shown 
any. concern. 

What is happening.in Cleveland, is 
also happening in most urban, in- 
dustrial cities. Elles Cose, a column- 
ist, writing in “The Focus,” Decem- 
ber 1977 edition, described the pro- 
cess in these words: “It is painful to 
watch an aging city. For citles tend 
to die a section at a time, a year at a 
time. They tend to hang on des- 
perately, becoming accustomed to 
the agony, fearful of the night, wait- 
ing for the sun to shine again.” 

Cose says: “The cities do not have 
to scream that they are in trouble. 
The signs are everywhere.” 

Over a year ago, Cuyahoga County 
Commissioners released an_ in- 
depth report on the “Industrial 
Strategy.” In this report it said: “Low 
or non-existant national growth 
rates in the traditional manufacturing 
sectors in the County imply at the 
best minimal-employment growth in 
those sectors and at worst, further 
consolidations, plant closings, and 
reduction in level of operation.”

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Rhodes Running Again? ~ 

Gov. James A. Rhodes will put an end to the rift of 
speculations over his 1978 political plans this week. 
The three term governor has scheduled a breakfast 
for 8 a.m. Saturday in Cleveland where he is 
to‘announce his candidacy for the Republican guber- 
natorial nomination at the June 6 primary election. 

Since just about every political pundit in the state 
would be willing to w his or her pay check that 
Rhodes will run for reelection, who he will choose 
for his running mate is the only bit of specuaition left. 
Under a new law, a gubernatorial candidate must an- 
nounce his choice for Lt. Governor and run with him! 
as a team. oe vs 

While Rhodes has been just as closed-mouthed 
about his running mate as he has concerning his own | 
candidacy, it is the consensus of most political obser- 
vers that it will go to Cuyahoga County Com- 
missioner, George V. Voinovich of Cleveland. 
Voinovich recently announced his candidacy for State 
Auditor in the Republican primary, however, Rhodes 
has reportedly appealed to the former State Legislator 
to team up with him. ” : 

Rhodes, political strategists contend, needs a 
strong Republican vote-getter like Voinovich in 
heavily Democratic dominated Cuyahoga Souy to 
hopefully cut down the majority vote of Lt. . 
Richard Celeste, the Democartic gubernatorial can- 
didate. With only token primary opposition, Celeste is 
considered to be a cinch to win the nomination. 
Michael Dorrian, Franklin County Commissioner, has 
been tapped by Celeste as his running mate. 


State Rep. Troy Lee James, (D-Cleveland), -will 
represent the Ohio House on the National Conference 
of State Legislatures (NCSL) Task Force on Aging. 
House Speaker Vern Riffe of New Boston, announced 
the appointment from the chair last week. The NCSL 
was to hold its first meeting March 1, in Washington. 

James, who will be one of 30 state legislators ser- 
ving on the task force, will “monitor and review the 
many programs available to assist the elderly and 
make recommendations to the state legislatures and 
Congress,” Riffe said.

CIVIL RIGHTS AND 
NATIONAL POLICY ISSUES 


Recently questions have been raised about the 
propriety of civil rights leaders taking positions on such 
issues as energy, tax policy, housing policy, and many 
others. Some people think biacks should stick to “pure” 
civil rights issues and leave the others to those 
Supposedly more capable of dealing with them. 

That view not only smacks of racism in its patronizing 
attitude toward. blacks, but it also neglects the dis- 
proportionate black state in many national issues. And it 
neglects the fact that the civil rights movement of the 
60s was just as concerned about issues like jobs—the 
1963 March on Washington was for “Jobs and 
Freedom,” though many people prefer to forget that. 

Once many overtly discriminatory barriers were lower- 
‘ed, thanks to black protest that led to civil rights laws, 


Judicial ‘decisions, and executive orders, we could con- 


centraté-on the basic goal of achieving black equality in 
the realities of American life. 

And that is why civil rights leaders in the 1970s are so 
concerned with jobs and urban policies. Some people 


think that makes blacks no different from other interest _ 


groups. But they're wrong. We are different because we 
bring a specifically black viewpoint to the issues, a view- 
point all the more needed because conventional general 
answers to national problems would just perpetuate 
black disadvantage. 

The issues of unemployment is a good example of this. 
Officials and economists are talking as if unemployment 
is no longer a major problem any more. The official 
overall rate is downto 6.3 percent, a big improvement 
over the double-digit joblessness of a couple of years 
ago, 

But the black rate isn't getting better at all. In fact, 
while white unemployment declined i the past year, 
black joblessness actually rose! So while white 
Americans talk about economic recovery, who but black 
leadership should maintain concern about what is a 
Depression for black people? 

Urban policy is another issue that seeds a black 
perspective. Most blacks live in cities. But many urban 
experts are coming up with plans for revitalizing cities 
by attracting the white middie class back. And they say 
Jot a word about the black urban poor who would ‘be 
bulldozed out of their homes. Who but black leadership 
talks about revitalizing the cities by revitalizing their 
eco.iomics to help the poor? 

Taxes are yet another example. There's plenty of 
support for the proposed tax cut but no one, than. than 
blacks and tneir aes, seems concerned about the 
investment tax credit proposal for new plants. There's 
one item that by itself could wipe out the: benefits of any 
urban policy that's developed because it would give 
companies a financial incentive to move out of older

Civil rights don't take place in a vacuum. That's why 
black civil rights agencies and leaders are coming 


forward to take positions on a multitude of issues that 
have a@ disproportionate impact on black people. 

And those current efforts aré a logical outcome of the 
struggles of the 1960s for basic rights. When a hotel or a 
restaurant has a “No Blacks" sign, that's discrimination. 
And when far more blacks than whites can't afford to 
Stay in the hotel or eat in the restaurant, that's also _the

‘So long as blacks suffer disporportionate 
disadvantage due, in part, to policies that affect them 
negatively, it will be for civil rights groups to 
make those policies and issues their major concern.

Since W.E. B. Du Bois ized the 
first Pan African Congresses in 1919, the 
NAACP has been in the forefront of the 
struggle to end colonialism and imperial- 
ism in Africa and other parts of the world, 
including South Africa.

Bethune. 
After establishing herself 
as an educator and 


wetivist for the rights and 
welfare of young people, 
Mrs. Bethune was tapped 
by President Franklin 
Roosevelt to advise him of 
the plight of Blacks in 
America.. Impressed with 
her work, resident Roose- 
velt, in 1935, appointed her 
director of the newly estab- 
lished—Office--of . Minority 
Affairs. Not only was Mrs. 
Bethune the first black 
woman to ever hold such a 
post, she became one of 
the most influential and 
powerful black woman to 
ever hold such a post, she 
became one of the most in- 


fluential and powerful 
blacks in the country. 

During this time, she met 
and formed a close friend- 
ship with Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt and .together 
they worked unceasingly, 
to insure the human rights 
of all Americans, 
regardless of race, color or 
creed.
